Suddenly, it was 
realized that the opportunities 
and jobs in private industry that 
keep the nationrunning cannot 
be taken for granted. They are 
perishable. 
This point has been given 
emphasis in the remarks of the 
chairman of a large prescirption 
drug firm who declares that, 
"An ailing business, a sick in­ 
dustry, is bad news for em­ 
ployees, for stockholders, for 
plant communities and for the 
nation. If there is one thing the 
energy crisis has done, it is to 
remind us that keeping industry 
running at capacity is the firest 
and most important interest of 
millions 
of 
working 
Americans." 
While business searches for 
ways to expand its social 
responsibilities, its critics by 
this time should realize that the 
first 
and foremost social 
obligation of any business is to 
operate at a profit so that it c an 
provide the products and the 
jobs that are the bedrock of 
social well-being and family 
security.

MORE HUMANE TREAT­ 
MENT NEEDED

Rape is one of die more 
degrading and offensive crimes. 
And, unfortunately, the victims 
often are subjected to medical 
and legal systems that inflict 
incompassionate treatment in a 
time of trauma. 
This is not only the opinion of 
women who have encountered 
an 
inadequate 
and 
un­ 
coordinated response. The Law 
E nforcem ent 
A ssistance 
Administration reinforced the 
complaints of victims in a 15- 
month national study. 
Many private hospitals do not 
want to treat rape victims, the 
report showed. Those that do 
charge up to $75 for treatment 
and collection of evidence. The 
wait in an emergency ward 
may be long and with little or no 
privacy. Often the investigation 
results in the victim having nto 
repeat the circumstances and 
details of her experience to 
police, 
nurses, 
doctors and 
prosecutors. During the trial her 
credibility is questioned more 
than that of other crime victims. 
In essence, then, the current 
methods leave much to be 
desired. The deficiencies cause 
many rape victims not to report 
the attack. To correct these 
inadequacies the study team 
suggested a series of procedures 
and policies. Policewomen 
should interview rape victims if 
the victims prefer talking to 
another woman. Rape cases 
should 
not 
be under the 
jurisdiction of officers who also 
deal with 
crimes such 
as 
prostitution. The number of 
prosecutors dealing with the 
victim should be kept to a 
minimum. More citizen-oriented 
programs need to be developed. 
The movement toward proper 
and more humane treatment of 
rape victims has not been far 
enough or fast enough. With the 
incidence of rape on the rise, 
action is plainly needed—and 
the most effective steps must be 
taken at the local level.

LOBBYING LAW 
MUST BE REVISED 
From The Kansas City Times 


Reform of the lobbying law is 
an important piece of business 
left unfinished by Congress in 
1975. Hearings were held in both 
the Senate and House. Attempts 
were made to write legislation 
that would tighten control over 
lobbysits 
The 
final 
result, 
however, was disagreement, 
instead of an amendment to the 
1946 federal regulation lobbying 
law, the current statute. 
It is relatively easy to obtain 
agreement that the 1946 act is 
ineffective. As it turned out this 
was about the only thing that 
lobbying groups, legislators and 
committee staffs concurred on. 
Common 
Cause 
backed 
provisins too stringent for many 
lobbying 
groups , 
including 
some of the so-called public 
interest organization. Questions 
of 
practicality 
and 
con­ 
stitutionality were raised. 
While constitutional 
rights 
must be considered carefully, 
this legislation should not be 
unduly delayed because of First 
Amendment guarantees This is 
an issue that must be faced 
squarely to assure maximum 
protection. It should not be a 
crutch for stalling passage of the 
legislation. 
Procedures for enforcing the 
existing rules are in urgent need 
of revision. Reports must be 
filed with officers of the Senate 
and House They do not have 
authority to inform the Justice 
Department 
of 
alleged 
violations the Justice Depar­ 
tment can prosecute criminal 
cases but not those of a civil 
nature. Very little information is 
required that, is useful in getting 
an accurate account of lobbying 


activities. 
Much more information will 
be 
necessary, 
both 
in the 
Legislative and 
Executive 
Branches, for the public to be 
satisfied it has much of an idea 
about lobbying in Washington.

* law that will make an accurate 
and dear picture of the in­ 
fluences that are b rought to 
bear in thelegislative process — 
a process that affects the lives 
and welfare of all Americans.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - The strange 
case of the pilfered pennies 
helped to send earnest Mary 
Brooks, the harassed director of 
the U.S. Mint, to the hospital last 
November 
with 
nervous 
exhaustion. She is still quietly 
recuperating 
Many pressures contributed 
to the strain that has kept her 
away from her office for more 
than three months. But the in­ 
cident that upset her the most, 
according to friends, was the 
mysterious disapppearanee of a 
dozen aluminum pennies on 
Capitol Hill. 
% 
The experimental coins were 
delivered to the Senate and 
House banking committees for 
the members to inspect. That's 
the last the authorities saw of 
most of the pennies, which are 
worth 
thousands of dollars 
apiece to anyone brash enough 
to risk federal prosecqtion. 
Within a few years, their in­ 
dividual value may be as high as 
$ 100,000. 
Poor 
Ms. 
Brooks 
was 
responsible for the rare coins. 
She had to get them back or 
report them stolen. But it would 
have been awkward for her to 
accuse Members of Congress of 
theft. She would have been 
obliged to investigate the very 
committee 
members 
who 
oversee the U.S. Mint. 
We published the story of the 
missing 
coins 
on 
April 21. This put Ms. Brooks on 
the spot, but she was unable to 
solve 
the 
disappearance. 
Meanwhile, the lightfingered 
legislators still haven't returned' 
the valuable coins. 
The embattled Mint director 
finally 
arranged 
for 
hospitalization last November 
and disapeared as quietly as the 
pennies. Her friends say she 
hopes to be back in her office in 
a few days on a limited basis. 


Another problem that weighed 
heaviy 
upon 
her 
was 
a 
monumental 
coinage 
study, 
which may result in dollar coins, 
two-cent pieces and other new 
mintings. 
She has argued that two-cent 
pieces 
would 
stop 
vending 
machine 
operators 
from 
escalating prices five cents at a 
time. The dollar coins not only 
have become realistic as they 
diminish in value, but they will 
far outlast paper currency, she 
contended. 
All spokesman at the Mint 
would say was that he expected 
the boss back in the office "in a 
short time.” 
Footnote: 
In an earlier 
column, we reported that Ms. 
Brooks had tried to block the 
minting of 65,000 experimental 
aluminum pennies. This was 
disputed by Coin World, the coin 
collectors' bible. 
We not only have secret Mint 
documents which back up our 
stor, but we spoke personally to 
Ms. Brooks who confirmed that 
the milking had been carried out 
by her aides without her 
knowledge. Apparently someone 
slipped Coint World a wooden 
n ick el. 
KENNEDY’S COOL. Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass., keeping cool 
in a crisis, recently saved a 
young woman from possible 
decapitation 
It happened on January 22. 
Carol 
Chealander, 
a 
professional staffer for the 
Senate 
Republican 
Policy 
Committee, 
stepped 
into a 
crowded elevator on Capitol 
Hill. 
The elevator operator froze. 
The passengers, aghast, stood 
by helplessly -- with one ex­ 
ception Senator Kennedy looked 
up from his reading and cabny 
told the elevator operator."Let 
go oCthe handle.” 
But the panicked operator 
didn't relax his grip even after 


Kennedy repeated the in­ 
junction. All the while, the 
continuing pressure from the 
doors was slowly crashing Ms. 
Chealander's neck. 
Then Kennedy pushed through 
the crowded elevator and 
knocked the operator's hand off 
the control. The elevator doors 
sprang 
open, 
and 
Ms. 
Chealander stumbled inside. 
"If Senator Kennedy hadn't 
kept his head,” she told us, “I’d 
be dead.” 
As it is, she has been out of 
work with major neck injuries 
since the accident. Kennedy 
helped her find medical care, 
incidentally, referring her to 
the same physician who had 
treated his brothers and himself 
for injuries. 
The Senator 
has 
avoided 
publicizing his good deed in a 
manner uncommon to politics. 
When we called his office to ask 
about the incident, aides con­ 
firmed the report but told 
us: “Hie Senator doesn’t think it 
is appropriate to comment on 
it.” 
MEAT 
STEW:

all 
bureaucrats learned the lessons 
of Watergate. When federal 
takeover of meat inspection 
programs loomed, New York 
state meat inspections director* 
L.R.Crowell had this advice for 
his staff in a private memo: 
‘Upon receipt of this memo, 
please start destroying regional 
files...anything of a confidential 
nature should first be torn up 
"He ordered destruction of 
airinvestigative materials"and 
"quarantine hard and flock files.

TIME TO LOOK 
FORWARD 
Now is the time for all good 
Americans to stop hanging their 
heads in remorse and shaking 
accusing fingers at each other. 
Why should we be ashaned? 
And, moreover, why blame one 
another’’ What was done is done 
and we’re all in it - whatever it 
is. 
The tragedy of Vietnam and 
Cambodia will become even 
more tragic if it tears the nation 
apart 
in 
acrimonious ac­ 
cusations over "Who lost Indo­ 
china." Have people forgotten 
the bitterness, demagoguery 
and 
torrent 
of character 
assassination that sundered the 
country after World War II in a 
specious, name- calling wrangle 
over “Who lost China"? 
Maybe the intitial error in 
judgment was to concern our­ 
selves with Indochina in the 
first place. Maybe not. Who 
knows? Either way, what dif­ 
ference can it possibly make 
now, two decades after the fact? 
There are a few things 
Americans need to remember. 
We gave the lives of our young 
men. we gave our treasure and 
much of our unity at home to try 
to save ewak and beleaguered 
peoples from an outside threat 
to their own freedom and in­ 
dependence 
Perhaps that was wrong , too. 
Only history will provide the 
answer. 
But 
nobody here 
"betrayed" 
Indo-China. The 
important thing now is to keep 
perspective • to remind our­ 
selves that the U. S. disengaged 
from that war because the 
overwhelming 
majority of 
Americans wanted • in face 
were demanding - an end to our 
involvement in the whole affair. 
This is a time to look forward, 
not back. 
Americans, despite all their 
current woes, are still the most 
dynamic, enlightened and un­ 
selfish people in the world. 
United, we dwarf every other 
community on earth in all the 
humanitarian 
resources of 
mankind. 
We ought to act like it. The 
rest of the world is going to think 
of us only as well or ill as we thin 
k of ourselves. If we tremble in 
self- doubt, self- scorn and 
recrimination, our allies and our 
adversaries alike are going to 
look down on the U. S. and 
readjust their evaluation of our 
ability and capacity to elad. 
As President Ford said in his 
recent speech to the Daughters 
of the American Revolution:

Barber B. Conable. Jdr., a 
Republican Congressman frdom 
upstate New fYor,, put it in the 


following words in a tetter sent 
voters in his district the other 
day: 
"A lot of ourd troubles io 
American today can be traced to 
the polarizing forces at work on 
us as a people 
"AThat we have many areas 
of agreement, of broad national 
consensus, cannot be denied. We 
have been a successful society 
generally, with a high level of 
prosperity 
and 
such 
a 
remarkable distribution of 
wealth that even our poor live 
better than all but the very rich 
of many other countries — 
“ It is our failures that 
pjolarize us. Vietnam has been a 
good example Our goal was not 
clear there, pur involvement 
gradual but complete, and by 
the time werealized how un­ 
tenable our situaltion there had 
become, getting out had been 
made difficult by encumbrances 
like the prisoners of war, 
commitments to allies . . . A 
large part of the American 
people shut their minds ofn the 
issue of Vietnam; that is, they 
polarized.

The supreme court ruling that 
news media have a right to 
identify rape victims whose 
names are a matter of public 
record should not be cause for 
alarm. 
It is the policyof The Comm­ 
ercial Appeal to respect the 
privacy of rape victims. We do 
not publish their names except 
under unusual circulstances. 
adn we see no reason to change 
that policy. 
We think most other editors of 
the mass media will feel die 
same. 
The Georgia case which led to 
the Supreme Court decision 
grew out of a lawsuit for 
damages under a stae law 
forbidding the publicizing of the 
name of a girl or woman who 
had been raped. In effect, such 
laws were held unconstitutional. 
And rightly so, for there is no 
ground for prior censorship of 
information that may be heard 
in open court or is a matter of 
public record. The georgia ease 
was unusual in that it also 
concerned the murder of the 
rape victim, 
and the in­ 
volvement 
of 
several 
high 
school-age boys. Society’s in­ 
terests in such a matter are 
considerable. Truth is better 
than rumor. 
But it also is true that rape is a 
highly personal and mentally 
shattering experience for the 
victim. Publicity serves no large 
purpose. It may exacerbate the 
trauma already suffered. 
So even though the right to 
print names may exist, we think 
responsible editors will use that 
right with the greatest restraint 
and where possible will continue 
to respect the privacy of in­ 
nocent 
victims 
of criminal 
assault.

resigned,

Richardson decided to stay on as 
secretary of commerce for the 
rest of the month of February.

knows, 
Mr. 
Richardson has not remained at 
one position in the government 
for too long. He has been 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare, secretary of 
defense, 
attorney general, 
ambassador to the Court of St. 
James and was sworn in last 
week as secretary of commerce. 
While most people send the 
President a letter when they 
resign and receive a letter from 
the President regretting their 
departure, 
Mr. 
Richardson 
turned the tables and wrote the 
President saying he planned to 
remain at his po6t. 
Here is the exchange of tetters 
between 
the President and 
Secretary Richardson. 
"Dear Mr. President: I am 
happy to tell you that after a 
week as secretary of commerce 
I intend to stay. My reasons for 
this decision are personal. I 
need the job. 
“You have always treated me 
fairjy and supported me during 
these trying days when the 
Commerce 
Department 
has 
been under fire from all sides. I 
hope you are satisfied with the 
job I did during the last week 
and the decisions I made over 
the weekend. It has been a 
pleasure working in your 
Administration and with you 
personally. 
"While my reasons for staying 
on are my own, I will be frank 
and say that I discussed them 
with my wife. She thought I 
might do some good in the 
private sector but urged me to 
stay on in my present position 
because of the security involved. 
My children also played a part 
in the decision. Every time they 
went to school and someone 
asked them what their lath«' did 
for a living, they said they 
couldn’t remember. 
"I have assured them that, at 
least until the election, they 
could say I was secretary of 


commerce. So, as you can see, 
my decision to remain in your 
Cabinet has not come about 
lightly. It was discussed at home 
2nd with close personal friends, 
and 
the 
conclusion 
was 
unanimous that 1 stay where I 
am. 
"I want you to know, Mr. 
President, that although I will 
remain at my post as secretary 
of commerce, I will always be 
available for consultation and 
advice whenever you wish it. By 
staying in the government, I 
have not lost my interest in the 
affairs of state, and I hope you 
will call on me for future service 
to my country. 
"During the past week, you 
and Mrs. Ford have both been 
most generous to Anne and 
myself, and we thank you for it. 
This is not goodby but, as the 
French say, ‘au revoir,’ which 
translates into 'until we meet 
again.’ 
Your obedient Servant, ~ 
Elliot Richardson." 
This was 
the 
President’s 
reply. 
"Dear Elliot: It was with 
extreme 
pleasure 
that 
I 
received your letter announcing 
your decision to remain as 
secretary of commerce. No one 
has done as much against such 
formidable odds as you have 
during your first week as a 
Cabinet officer. Your country 
owes you a debt of gratitude for 
the great service you have 
performed in one of the most 
difficult roles any American has 
been asked to undertake. 
Without you, the Commerce 
Department would have been a 
shambles. 
“What I have admired about 
you, Illiot, is that you have 
always been a team player; and 
the last seven days have proved 
that once I give you the ball, you 
can ran with it. 
“Please accept all my good 
wishes for the future, and, on 
behalf of Betty and myself, the 
best of luck wherever your 
travels as secretary of com­ 
merce may take you. 
Sincerely, 
Gerald Ford

Within a few years, their m 
dividual value may be as high as

Poor 
Ms 
Brooks 
w as 
responsible for the rare coins 
She had to get them back or 
report them stolen But it would 
have been awkward for her to 
accuse Members of Congress of 
theft 
She would have been 
obliged to investigate the very 
com m ittee 
m em bers 
who 
oversee the U S Mint 
We published the story of the 
m issing 
coins 
on 
Apnl 21 This put Ms Brooks on 
the spot, but she was unable to 
solve 
the 
d isa p p earan ce 
Meanwhile, 
the 
lightfingered 
legislators still haven't returned 
the valuable coins 
The em battled Mint director 
finally 
arra n g e d 
for 
hospitalization last November 
and disapeared as quietly as the 
pennies 
Her friends say she 
hopes to be back in her office in 
a few days on a limited basis

Case of the 
salty old man

credit for inmates time 
EP honor roll announced 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. - 
(AP) — An inmate of the state 
penitentiary it not entitled to 31 
months credit on his 25- year 
bank robbery sentence because 
during that period he was in the 
custody at federal authorities, 
the Missouri Supreme Court 
held today. 
The high court also adopted a 
Kansas City Court of Appeals 
ruling which threw out the 
felony conviction of Charles 
David Kaiser for driving while 
intoxicated on the grounds that 
he was forced to testify against 
himself. 
In the first case, the five- 
member majority held that 
Gary Harkins should n ot 
receive credit for the 31 months 
he was detained in federal 
custody in a pending in­ 
vestigation because state law 
does not provide the right for 
credit for detention if it is under 
other than Missouri jurisdiction 
Harkins was sentenced to 2S 
years for the 1968 robbery of the 
Puxico State Bank. But im­ 
mediately after being sentenced 
he was turned over to federal 
authorities on charges of rob­ 
bing a Tennessee bank. Those 
charges were finally dropped, 
however, and he began serving 
his Missouri term in October 
1971. 
The court said Harkins could 
only gain credit if he was 
detained under "exclusive state 
control.

Case of the 
salty old man

When officer Dugan found old 
man Logan hokting up a lam­ 
ppost at 2 o’clock in the mor­ 
ning, he quietly suggested that 
he go home and sleep it off. 
Logan, however, refined to 
budge, claiming that ha was 
waiting for his pal Barmy - a 
leprechaun - who was having a 
wee one at a bar down the block 
and, given to profanity, when 
officer Dugan insisted that he go 
home, old man Logan let go with 
his choicest collection of salty 
language. 
The result? Instead of home, 
Logan ended up in jail. Officer 
Dugan 
arretted 
him 
for 
violating an ordinance that 
made it unlawful for any person 
to use profane language within 
the city limits. 
"Some of those cuss words he 
used,'' reported the officer to the 
judge, "were real beauties." 
"You can betcha life they 
were," 
responded 
Logan 
somewhat sobered from a night 
in the pokey. "And I had a right 
to use them. Any law that aayi I 
couldn't can’t be legal since the 
constitution guarantees freedom 
of speech." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, 
would you uphold the validity of 
the ordinance and send salty old 
Logan back to jail? 
This is how the judge ruled: 
NO! Thejudge held that a city 
has the power to enact an or­ 
dinance making it unlawful to 
disturb the peace and good order 
of the city by using profane 
language. But, the judge pointed 
out, the ordinance in merely 
made it unlawfulto use profanity 
regardless of whether it caused 
or tended to cause a breach of 
the peace. 
To uphold the validity of the 
ordinance, concluded the judge, 
would mean that a person could 
be punished for swearing to 
himself if he should accidentally 
hit his thumb with a hammer.

Court rules against 
credit for inmates time 
EP honor roll announced 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. - 
(AP) — An inmate of the state 
penitentiary is not entitled to 31 
months credit on his 25- year 
bank robbery sentence because 
during that period he was in the 
custody of federal authorities, 
the Missouri Supreme Court 
held today. 
The high court also adopted a 
Kansas City Court of Appeals 
ruling which threw out the 
felony conviction of Charles 
David Kaiser for driving while 
intoxicated on the grounds that 
he was forced to testify against 
himself 
In the first case, the five- 
member majority held that 
Gary Harkins should n ot 
receive credit for the 31 months 
he was detained in federal 
custody in • pending in­ 
vestigation because state law 
does not provide the right for 
credit for detention if it is under 
other than Missouri jurisdiction. 
Harkins was sentenced to 25 
years for the 1968 robbery of the 
Puxico State Bank. But im­ 
mediately after being sentenced 
he was turned over to federal 
authorities on charges of rob­ 
bing a Tennessee bank. Those 
charges were finally dropped, 
however, and he began serving 
his Missouri term in October 
1971. 
The court said Harkins could 
only gain credit if he was 
detained under "exclusive state 
control. 
In a dissenting opinion, 
however, Judge John Bardgett 
and Chief Justice Robert Seiler 
A DIRTY 
RESTAURANT 
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contended 
failure to give 
Harkins 
credit 
denied 
him 
equal protection under the law. 
They also claimed state law 
requires all time detained after 
a sentence is rendered to be 
credited to the prisoner. 
In the drunk driving case, the 
high court held 5-2 that the 
prosecution was only able to 
prove that Kaiser was convicted 
of two prior drunk driving 
charges through Kaiser s own 
testimony. Under state law, the 
first two drunk driving con­ 
victions are misdemeanors, but 
the third is a felony. 
The prosecutor had to prove 
their were two prior drunk 
driving convictions to try Kaiser 
for a felony, the court said. 
Noting that the records of the 
second conviction did not show it 
was for drunk driving, the 
majority said, "Such proof was 
lacking other than that required 
from the accused himself in 
violation of his constitutional 
immunity 
from 
self 
in­ 
crimination." 
In other decisions, the high 
court; 
-Upheld the first- degree 
robbery conviction of Hubert 
Morris, wbo said he was denied 
counsel during a police line-up. 
The high court held that since no 
charges had been filed before 
the lineup was held, Morris was 
not yet entitled to a lawyer. 
-Affirmed the circuit court 
refusal to order a magistrate to 
release Daniel Quartemont and 
Jon Seigh on drug charges on the 
grounds that such release was 
not the magistrates legal duty.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Anyone who doesn’t ex 
major changes when and If Gerald Ford becom es presi 
has not studied the record. 
Of course, the precise changes are im possible to predict to­ 
day. W hatever his ow n thinking. Ford in the past has moved 
slowly, gathering input from colleagues witn all shapes of 
opinion, then w elding these ideas into pragm atic programs 
with enough of every m an’s ideas to secure his support. 
In Congress. Ford moved up every tim e the R epublicans 
were in disarray and looking for younger blood with fresh 
ideas to take leadership. 
Fur began to fly quietly when Ford surprisingly blitzed 
into the chairm anship of the House Republican Conference, 
in a vote engineered by his Young Turk friends. The 
Conference, powerful on paper as the governing body of the 
Republican party in the House, w as largely cerem onial in 
practice. With Ford in, ceremony w as out. A concensus w as 
Found Positive Republican position papers began to appear, 
replacing negative GOP reflexes to D em ocratic proposals. 
Ford made m inority leader in 1965, which put him at the 
head o f the discouraged House Republicans. The first Ford 
push here was for "constructive” alternatives to President 
Lyndon Johnson’s War on Poverty. 
Leading a group of young activists, Ford becam e softly 
bold in moving into Senate-House m eetings through a R e­ 
publican co-ordinating com m ittee. It w as not long before 
that body’s principal proposals cam e heavily from Ford’s 
men - revenue sharing as an alternative to big federal gov­ 
ernment, their own health care plan as a counter to P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s m edicare, proposals for low incom e housing 
aid, disclosure of Congressional cam paign finances and new 
means of preventing strikes which could cripple the nation. 


Ford's m ajor achievem ent in the House lay in changing 
the Republican party from negative opposition — against 
everything the Dem ocrats favored — to * positivism , with a 
40-plus part program even praised by the liberal opposition. 
Though classified a conservative. Ford’s overall voting 
record nas m ade neither conservatives nor liberals happy. 
He was an early supporter of foreign aid. He voted for the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. the Voting Rights Ac! of 1965. the 
Equal Rights Amendment. He favored tne District of Colum­ 
bia Crime Bill providing for pretrial detention and no-knock 
entry, the 18-year-old vote, prayer in schools and for the 
election of presidents by direct popular vote. He w as against 
provisions elim inating an independent legal services cor- 
K 
ration for the poor. He w as for exem pting newspapers 
im antitrust laws, for extra unemployment com pensation 
in areas w here unemployment is above 6.5 per cent, for the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969,’for denying food stam ps to strikers 
and fam ilies. He was a hawk on the Vietnam war. He voted 
against repealing the right-to-work provision of the Taft 
Hartley Act, opposed workmen s com pensation for migrant 
workers and supported “binding arbitration by a third par­ 
ty" in national transportaiton em ergencies.

Dick Hickock and Perry 
Smith were convicted of mur­ 
dering four members of the 
Clutter fam ily in Holcomb, 
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Kansas. They died by hanging 
in a state gallows at a kan- 
sas penitentiary in 19». 
The case gained national 
notoriety in Truman Capote’s 
book, “ In Cold Blood," and

famous as the F B I at the time.

Scientists search 
for antivirus drugs 


NEW YORK (A P) - Scien­ 
tists are now speaking hopeful­ 
ly of producing new drugs to 
shoot down runaway viruses 
that cause most current human 
illnesses — including colds, flu, 
fever blisters, hepatitis and 
even some cancers 


By one estimate, Americans 
suffer one billion virus in­ 
fections each year, perhaps 
more. 


And 
viral 
infections 
are 
tougher to fight than bacterial 
infections because viruses in­ 
vade living cells, reproducing 
themselves inside those cells 
and destroying or changing 
them. Bacteria do their work 
THIS WEEK OHLT 
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on the ouside of body cel» 
where 
antibiotics 
or 
other 
drugs can pick them oft. 
Researchers from the United 
States and 10 other countries 
this week spoke at the Third 
Conference on Antiviral Sub­ 
stances about progress in com­ 
bating viruses The conference 
was sponsored by the New 
York Academy of Sciences 
Vaccines now used can set up 
antibody blockades to prevent 
viruses from reaching target 
ceils, but once inside those 
cel», viruses have been pretty 
much immune to drug counter­ 
attack. 
The challenge is to widen the 
gap between a drug’s ability to 
hit viruses inside cells and the 
chance of cell damage result­ 
ing, according to Dr. Joseph L. 
Melnick of Baylor University in 
Houston. 
One new drug that shows 
prom»e in combat against flu, 
infectious hepatitis and herpes 
virus — the cause of cold sores 
and fever bl»ters and some­ 
times a painful and dangerous 
form of venereal disease — » 
ribavirin (tradename Virazole). 
Human tests are now being 
conducted in the United States 
with ribavirin against infectious 
hepatitis, said Dr. Robert W. 
Sidwell of ICN Pharmaceutic­ 
als, Inc., of Irvine, Calif. There 
is currently no specific treat­ 
ment for this debilitating and 
sometimes fatal disease. 
Ribavirin is not available in 
th» country but is in Mexico 
and other Latin-American coun­ 
tries, Sidwell said. 
Another drug candidate for 
use against colds, flu and her­ 
pes » inosiplex (tradenameIso- 
prinosine), also not yet on the 
U.S. market. Like Ribavirin or 
any other anti-virus drug, it 
must run a gauntlet of strict 
and rigid clinical or human 
tria» to establish that they are 
safe and effective before the 
Food and Drug Admintetration 
permits their general use. 
That takes time — and mon­ 
ey. 
“ It probably costs more than

mal digestive functions. 
Then the vegetable, cereal 
and fruit foods are a major 
source of many important 
vitamins. Milk which contains 
lactose sugar is our major 
souce of calcium in the diet. 
Everyone should have a half 
to one quart of fortified skim 
milk a day unless they have 
lactose intolerance. Cottage 
cheese, buttermilk and yogurt 
can be used for part of the 
calcium. If you limit your car- 
bohydrate 
intake 
by 
eliminating or severely 
limiting milk or milk products 
S 
will be calcium deficient, 
t can even lead to poor 
teeth, bone loss and a host of 
serious problems. 
To answer your question, 
the amount of carbohydrates 
you need each day is the 
amount you find in the impor­ 
tant foods needed for a 
healthy balanced diet. While I 
applaud your efforts to avoid 
obesity I must tell you the 
best way to do this is with a ' 
well-balanced diet that won't 
harm your health, combined 
with a sound exercise 
program.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband who is 50 had a heart 
attack about 10 years ago.

Since then he has had a slow 
pulse. Twice he has had to be 
hospitalized because of this. 
The one time his pulse was 39. 
the other time it was 40. There 
was no further damage to his 
heart but it takes a while to 
recuperate. What could be 
causing this and what could be 
done to prevent further at­ 
tacks? 
DEAR READER - A slow 
pulse in a young individual in 
good physical condition is 
merely a sign of good fitness. 
In these individuals the rate 
can increase at once if the 
heart needs to increase the 
amount of blood it pumps. 
A heart attack and some 
other forms of heart disease 
may damage the electrical 
bridge between the top and 
bottom of the heart. This con­ 
dition is called AV block. 
When this happens the heart 
may beat slowly, but unlike 
the athlete's heart, it cannot 
speed up enough to increase 
circulation if mat is needed. 
That is why the patient gets 
into trouble. Often there is not 
enough blood being pumped to 
the brain and fainting or even 
convulsions can occur. 
Yes, this can be treated. In 
some instances the problem 
can be managed with 
medicines. In still others a 
simple pacemaker can be in­ 
stalled that will enable the 
heart to beat faster and 
provide enough circulation to 
prevent problems.

Voting age population 
increases seven million 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
voting-age population has in­ 
creased by almost seven mil­ 
lion in the last five years, and 
politicians hunting for those 
new voters should head South, 
West and Southwest, new cen­ 
sus figures show. 
The 
voting-age 
population 
reached 146.8 million last year, 
up from 140 million in 1970, a 
Census Bureau report says. The 
report shows that the states 
with the largest voting-age pop­ 
ulation growth are Arizona, 
Florida, 
Nevada, 
Idaho, 
Alaska, Colorado and Wyoming. 
Politicians looking for elderly 
votes should probably head to 
Arizona where the voting-age 
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population has grown 31 per 
cent to 1.5 million, said Larry 
Long, head of migration statis­ 
tics in the Census Bureau. The 
state with the second fastest 
voting-age population growth is 
Florida, up 28 per cent to six 
millioa 
"A disproportionate number 
of new voters in these two 
states will be retirees," Long 
said. “But generally the states 
with a significant migration of 
18-to 30-year-olds have fewer 
people voting." 
Voting 
charts 
show 
that 
young people generally have 
poor voting records. Census re­ 
ports indicate that in 1972, less 
than 50 per cent of the total 25 
million 18-to 24-year-olds re­ 
ported voting. 
Long said Alaska, where the 
voting-age population is up 20 
per cent since 1970, has been 
growing rapidly because people 
have been going there to work 
on the oil pipeline. “But a siz­ 
able 
number 
of them 
will 
leave,” he added. "Alaska’s 
growth may fall off when the 
pipeline is finished." 
Long said Nevada, where vot- 
ing-ge population is up 26 per 
cent to 402,000, has been grow­ 
ing extensively because of ex­ 
panded recreational and enter­ 
tainment activities In Wyom­ 
ing, where the voting-age popu­ 
lation grew 19 per cent over the 
past five years to 253,000, there 
have been increasing employ­ 
ment opportunities in coal min­ 
ing. 
He added that the voting-age 
growth rate of 28 per cent in 
Colorado is also associated with 
recreational expansion, but that 
Idaho with its 21 per cent in­ 
crease in voting-age population 
is somewhat different. 
"What is happening there is 
not so much that more people 
are moving to Idaho but that 
fewer

are

away," Long said. 
Census reports show the flow 
of people into the southern and 
western sections of the country 
has accounted for 85 per cent of 
U.S population growth in the 
last five years. 
Studies show one of the re­ 
sults of this movement is that 
after the 1980 census the south­ 
ern and western states will hold 
a majority of seats in the 
House of Representatives if the 
population shift continues. 
Population projections show 
the industrialized northeast and 
north central states with decay­ 
ing urban centers will lose 15 of 
their 225 seats to the booming 
sunbelt states of the South and 
West.

The youngest, Wang Hung- 
wen, the onetime Shanghai fac­ 
tory worker and whiz kid of 
Chinese politics, is an almost 
boyish 39.

member of the Politburo Stand­ 
ing Committee, and Yao wen- 
yuan, both in their 50's.

Wallace, campaigning again 
for the Dem ocratic presidential

federal government has grown 
too big and has spawned a bu­ 
reaucracy which, he says, has 
grown “stronger than the exec­ 
utive and the Congress itself."

fabrication 
plants, which turn the solid 
plastic into consumer goods 
Before their husbands were 
exposed to the VCM. the study 
found, wives of men working in 
such plants had a fetal death 
rate of 6 1 per 100 pregnancies, 
below the 6 9 rate experienced 
by 
women 
whose 
husbands 
worked in the relatively safe 
rubber and PVC plants

were exposed to the gas. the 
fetal death rate for the wives of 
VCM workers shot up to 16 8

F or all of its accum ulated pow er and influence W ashington 
is not a notably glam orous place for spooks While A m erican 
intelligence o p erativ es ap p aren tly are m anipulating foreign 
governm ents and plotting the m urder of foreign dignitaries all 
in the nam e of the m otherland, the retaliato ry efforts usually 
involve nothing so juicy In the capital of capitalism the spies 
steal m ore m oney than se c re ts 
T here a re nations th at w ant m ore than m oney The Soviet 
Union has tripled the size of its intelligence operation in 
W ashington (to perhaps 800 to 1.000 fulltim e KGB agents), and
